Concord grapes. 20 pounds. 
Sugar. 3 cups. 
Water, 2 quarts. 
(Or measure the juice and 
add 
one-sixth of the volume in sugar.) 
Wash the grapes and pick careful­ 
ly from the stems, using only the 
firm, whole grapes. Place in a dou­ 
ble boiler and add the water. Cook 
until all tlie skins are broken and 
the juice is extracted. When this is 
done, plaee the grape mixture in a 
muslin jelly hag and allow to drip 
until all of the juice is obtained. 
(Allow it to drip over night . 
Heat the juice with the sugar un­ 
til the latter is dissolved. 
Put in 
sterile bottles and fill to about two 
inches of the top. Insert a sterile 
cork. Put the bottles in a pasteur­ 
iser or deep steam cooking dish or 
boiler containing a rack made of 
wooden slats or a metal rack over 
which a layer of .cloth has been plac­ 
ed. 
Fill the container with cold 
water. 
llcat gradually to 165 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit, and leave at that 
temperature for 30 minutes. Cool, 
remove from the container, 
cover 
the cork and top of the bottle with 
paraffin, and store in a eool, dark 
place. 
The juice may be boiled for three 


and rub it through a colander. 
Weigh, and to four pounds of pulp 
add two pounds of sugar, one pint of 
eider vinegar, and two taldespoons- 
ful of mixed spices (clove, allspice, 
cinnamon and nutmeg). 
Simmer 
for 20 minutes or until thick. Pour 
into sterile glass and seal. 
Grape Jam or Butter

Tex RU-.kard must have had some thrills when he 
was the “Mayor” of Nome, running the biggest and the squarest house ol 
chance during the romantic gold rush days of Alaska. 
He must have had some excitement when he was riding cattle on ihe 
pampas of Argentine behind one of the biggest herds that had ever been 
assembled. 
lie must have had some sensations when a California governor ordered 
him out of the state with the Jeffries-Johnson fight and forced him to take 
the wild chance of putting on the fight in Reno. 
He must have had some satisfied pride when he put over the Dempsey- 
Carpentier fight, the greatest fistic attraction that has ever been staged after 
everyone told him that he was insane. 
There must have been countless other experiences in the romantic career 
of Rickard that stirred him to his depths but right here In New York, a 
tame place for a rugged, rough and ready man, he says he is having his 
greatest thrill. 
You can call Rickards office at most any business hour of the day and 
his secretary will fell you with sort of a chuckle 
"He’s down stairs watch­ 
ing the job.” 
Through sunshine and rain, early in flu* morning when the whistle 
blows for the laborers and after they have gone home, Rickard can be found 
gazing at an immense frame work of steel that is going to he the new Madi­ 
son Square late this fall. 
“ I can't get away from this place," Rickard says. 
“Those steel girders 
are like chains around my feet. 
Watching this place go up is the greatest 
thrill I ever had. 
It’s made me twenty years younger, 
f feel like I am just 
starting life. 
When fho new garden opens it will be the happiest day of 
my life.” 
Rickard can take pride justly in the monument, that is being built to a 
man who would always take a big chance. 
He was laughed at when he said 
he was going to build a palace for sport that would cover two city blocks 
and would be the greatest structure of its kind in the world. 
The old Madison Square Garden that he had been forced to vacate was 
such a financial white elephant that the owners had to tear it down and 
erect a huge office building to realize on the investment in the real estate. 
Rickard was told that. Wall Street never would give him enough money 
to experiment with such a foolish dream but he went on dreaming and one 
day he announced that Wall Street would back him to the extent of $4,500,0(10. 
No one believed him until a gang of wreckers started tearing down the 
old car barns at 50th Street and Sth Ave. 
There were still skeptics until a 
fleet of steam shovels dug a. hole in the ground that resembled the Panama 
Canal excavations and the structural iron works started putting up the im­ 
mense columns for that dream castle. 
“Well, Rickard’s put over another big long shot,” his critics said and 
they started rooting for him. 


The steel work has been completed and the brick work is well under 
way. 
The contractors have promised that the building can be opened not 
later than the first week of December. 


“It will not be opened with a boxing show,” was the first surprising a n ­ 
nouncement Rickard made.

U. S. IS INVOLVED 


IN POWER FIGHT 


GRANTING 
YOSEMITE 
TO PRI- 
YATE INTERESTS IS CALLED 
DANGEROUS PRECEDENT 


W ashington, Aug. 14. — If San 
Francisco is allowed to turn over the 
hydro-electric power it has developed 
in tin Yosemite valley to a private 
corporation, a precedent will be set 
making it easy in the future for pri­ 
vate interests to gel a strangle-hold 
upon all national parks and forests. 


This la the angle of the 
Ketch 
Hetchy fight most interesting to the 
senate public limits committee who ii 
is starting west to investigate these 
and other charges concerning gov­ 
ernment lands. 


Supervisors Protest 
The threatened abuse of Yosemite 
national park was first pointed out 
to Secretary of the Interior Work by 
the seven minority members of the 
San Francisco board of supervisors, 
who wrote:4 


"We respectfully submit t*' your 
honorable department that it is a 
wrongful and shameful policy for a 
grant of water and power privilege*- 
in the Yosemite national park area 
to be developed at the expenditure of 
150,duo,POO by the taxpayers of San 
Francisco, only to have its greatest 
financial and economic 
asset, 
the 
hydro-electric power, diverted 
into 
private corporation hands at the in­ 
stant of completion, 
to 
the 
great 
benefit of said corporation, and at an 
actual deficit to the city of San Fran­ 
cisco. 


City W ill Lose 
This statement they amplified to 
show that the city will lose $166,* 
365 annually in delivering power to 
tin 
Pacific Gas & Electric company 
under conditions agreed upon; and 
that at the same time, the company 
will make an annual profit of $1,- 
713.730 through 
operation 
of 
the 
congressional grant intended for the 
benefit of the people of San Francis­ 
co. 


Directors of the Modesto irrigation 
district who protested here against 
approval of the contract, made the 
same point. 


"This would bf 
operation 
of

congressional grant in the Yosemite 
national park for 
private 
profit, ' 
Wild the Modesto brief. 
“ Such prac­ 
tice is contrary to the national pol­ 
icy iii regard to national parks and 
will defeat tile purposes of the Ketch 
H etchy grant.”
